Delgado agrees. Nexus Tribe 
raves, he points out, aren’t all-ages 
events.

In fact, she says, the meetings 
are being held as a result of 
requests from kids. 

“There always will be a bit of a 
bandwagon effect. But for me it is 
an issue where people were ask- 
ing legitimate questions. And for 
me, people were asking what, as 
children’s services minister, are 
you doing,” she said. 

Evans had been asked that very 
question by members of Students 
Against Drunk Driving, she said. 

“Some of them were concerned 
that when bars close and when 
some of the barflies come and try 
to get access because they have a 
ticket, they may become less of a 
positive influence — that comes 
from kids themselves. They are 
saying ‘stop the barflies from 
coming in, they have already been 
drinking and their ideas are differ- 
ent and they may be older.”

Die of the young designers who 
risen to Howard’s challenge is 
year-old Michal Wawrykowicz, 
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who only started designing clothes 
earlier this year. One of his most 
interesting creations is a jacket 
made from bits and pieces of six 
different tops that he purchased 
from thrift shops. Wawrykowicz 
took the clothes apart, mixed and 
matched the sleeves and even 
sewed the number pad from a 
eomputer_ keyboard into the side 
pocket. 

Wawrykowicz admits that the 
absence of live models makes ‘his 
task more difficult. “The clothing 
is just lying there or hanging there 
dead so without a person inside it, 
it doesn’t really have as much 
character,” he says. 

But that’s exactly what Howard 
wants. “The outfit has to scream 
the designer’s personality all on 
its own. That’s the challenge,” she 
says. 

Each designer who designs 
clothing does it based on his or 
her tastes of style, artwork and 
colors. “When you're putting it on 
somebody else, you're letting 
their personality take over the 
outfit,” Howard says. 

The restriction of models has forced 
Wawrykowicz to 
come up with a 
more _ creative 
way to show per- 
sonality through 
his designs. His 
exhibit takes a 
post-modern 
theme, which 


defines as “the 
decay of urban 
technology.” 

To convey 
the theme to the audience he 
plans to shine a “chaotic and 
apocalyptic” transparency design 
on to his clothes using an over- 
head projector. 

In addition to the creations of 
Wawrykowicz and Howard, the 
works of nine other clothing and 
jewelry designers will be dis- 
played during the exhibit.

The band’s latest assault on civi- 
lized sensibilities is High as Hell, 
the follow-up to Let Them Eat 
Pussy, which continues to stoke 
the NP myth of rock ’n’ roll excess- 
as-lifestyle.

“Blaine is an unbelievable 
songwriter, y'know,” Parks says 
with surprising conviction for 
someone awoken at 2 p.m. after 
a self-professed night of heavy 
carousal. “He wrote two songs 
in two days, lyrics and every- 
thing, he pulled ’em out of fuck- 
ing thin air. This record is a 
rock 'n’ roll record that punk 
rockers will like.

What makes High as Hell so Nash 


special, according to Parks, is 
that the band actually spent 
time working on it over a month 
encamped in Seattle.

Mission: implausible a gilded ¢

ends. See any star rating? No 

That's because Mission [mpos- 
sible 2 is one of those films that 
exists outside the usual standards 
and measures of film criticism 
Great in its horribleness and horri 
ble in its greatness, the Tom 
Cruise vehicle directed by Hong 
Kong action-master John Woo is 
an example of immaculate bullshit 
You could find a million things 
wrong with it, but that wouldn't 
detract one bit from how enter- 
taining it is. 

Tom Cruise returns as square- 
jawed mega-spy Evan Hunt. One of 
his espionage colleagues, Sean 








Ambrose (Dougray Scott) has 
turned rogue, hijacking the deadly 
Chimera virus and its antidote 
Bellaphon, which he plans to sell 
for millions to a pharmaceutical 
Hunt has to recruit beautiful 
thief Nyah (Thandie Newton 
Ambrose’s former flame, to infil- 
trate the bad gny’s operation and 
help shut the evil down.

Bogart: an icon in the stoner’s garden of film

pays tribute to one of 
the archetypal icons of 
the stoner’s film library 
and the only actor whose 
name has become a slang 
term for hogging a jomt: 
Bogart. The Dirty Duke of + 


film noir, Bogart is to the classics what 
Nicolas Cage was to the 1990s: never sur 
prising, but always dependable. His screen 
presence is somehow augmented by the 
fact that he was dead drunk most of the 
time, and his underdog charisma and abili- 
ty to keep his coot in the midst of often- 








hallucinatory. Not only are the 
stars so perfect-looking as to be 
distracting, everything they do and 
say is such total hogwash it dis 
arms your ability to object to the 
sheer silliness of it all. Even as the 
action clichés pile up, the whizzy 
camera, over-the-top stunts and 
massive destruction keep you 
completely disoriented. To top it 
off, the hero is nearly always rac- 
ing against one clock or another, 
so the pacing is contrivingly 
breathless. Kudos to Robert 
Towne, the man who wrote 
Chinatown, for living up to the 
expectations of the genre with his 
script. 

Cruise and Newton are astonish- 
ingly photogenic, with Newton 
seemingly in search of a wet T- 
shirt contest for much of the 
movie. There’s even a scene the 
leads’ first sexually-charged 
encounter — where only the 
actress’s cleavage makes it into 
the frame leaving plenty of room 
for Cruise’s beaming countenance 
and great hair 

As with any of Woo’s other 
films, there’s a war’s worth of fly- 
ing bullets, bird symbolism out the 
hoop and stunts that completely 
defy the laws of physics. It’s part 
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incomprehensible plots 
make him a true hero for 
the bong-hitting crowd. 
The Big Sleep (1946): 
Absolute cream of the 
noir crop, featuring 
Bogart as private dick 
Philip Marlowe, swagger- 
ing through a series of 
verbose tough-guy standoffs and steamy 
double entendres (“Speaking of horses, I 
like to play them myself. But J like to see 
them work out a litte first, see if they're 
front runners or come from behind.”). I 
particularly like the scene where Bogie 
seduces a bookstore clerk with the old- 


Roadrunner cartoon, part rock 
video with a dash of James Bond 
and The Thomas Crown Affair 
thrown in. 

Also consistent with Woo’s 
other films is the liberal dose of 
melodrama. For how hypercapable 
our hero is, his professionalism 
slips instantly at the sight of 
Nyah’s décolletage and he falls 
hopelessly in love with her. This 
causes him no end of trouble as 
she’s frequently in need of rescu- 
ing (he has a global pecking order 
to maintain, for Pete's sake). 
There’s enough sap in the love 
subplot to keep every IHOP on the 
planet supplied for a year. 

Though they pale in relation to 
Cruise’s magnitude, other stars 
also straggle on to the set, presum- 
ably unable to resist the lure of a 
huge paycheque. Anthony Hopkins 
(looking slightly drunk) phones in 
his performance as Hunt's com- 
mander-in-chief and Ving Rhames 
proudly upholds the fine tradition 
of wise-cracking sidekicks with 
lines like, “Damn! Punks put a hole 
in my Versace jacket!” when he's 
under fire by the bad guys. Rest 
assured, if Rhames’ character were 
filled out more, he would have 
been shot to pieces early into hour

Director Tian-Ming Wu holds a 
sanctified position in Chinese cine- 
ma and deservedly so. He headed 
the famed Xian studio in 1983 and 
under his direction it became the 
hotbed of fifth generation Chinese 
Cinema — subversive, visually 
arresting works that cleaned up at 
every major international film fes- 
tival, while remaining politically 
controversial in their homeland. 
Fhe King of Masks is Wu's first 
directorial effort in 10 years and 
it’s tempting to think the film 
betrays a rustiness on his part. 

To be generous, some flaws may 
well be beyond Wu's control. Such 
as the ingratiating musical score 
and the truly jarring subtitles, 
which, at times, seem clipped right 
out of People Magazine — “Look, 
it’s Master Liang, the hottest 
female impersonator in town.” But 
the film has larger troubles than 
these. 

Set in the 1930s, amidst the 
political turmoil of the Sichun 
province, The King of Masks tells 
the tale of Wang (Xu Zhu), a mas- 
ter of “changing faces,”.an art that 
involves the microsecond swap- 
ping of various hand-painted 
masks. Having lost his son, Wang 
has no heir to carry on his artistic 
legacy, so he buys a young street 
urchin to act as his progeny. 

But the child, Doggie (Zhiang

Wang's art is putatively central to 
the film, but so little screen time is 
devoted to it — neither perfor- 
mance nor preparation — that its 
rare appearances are almost inci- 
dental to the proceedings. 

Moreover, while the film opvi- 
ously wants to present the inhu- 
manity of systemic sexual oppres- 
sion, it allows its child heroine 
success only after she has fully 
succumbed to the romantic myths 
such inequality breeds. She must 
do no less than offer herself up for 
self-sacrifice to save her (unwor- 
thy) father-figure from a trumped- 
up kidnapping charge, before 
Wang will deign to share with her 
the secret of his performance. 
While the viewer may find this 
strategy unsettling, the film, unfor- 
tunately, is perfectly comfortable 
with it.

For Ouchi as well, the play is a chance to grow, 
Naomi’s Road will mark her first time directing a full- 
length play.

Choice of food items and variety, 
writes Spang, was less important tothe devel- 
opment of the restaurant as two other impor- 
tant hallmarks — privacy, flexibility of service 
and a certain social openness. 

The first restaurants served very little in the 
way of food, in fact, they served very little in 
the way of solid food. Restaurants, an offshoot 
of 18th century nutritional thinking, served 
easy-to-digest consommés and rice puddings, 
catering to those suffering “weak chests” and 
“sensitive” digestion. The word restaurant 
referred to food (a restorat ive) as much as it 
did to the establishment that served it. 

When working-class Parisians and travellers 
of limited means ate at a common table in a 
neighborhood “table d’héte” (literally the 
“host's table”) or dined in hotels and inns, they 
were restricted in their choice of dishes and 
limited to set-in-stone dining time. 

When Parisians of means visited a restau- 
rant, they could do so on whim — even early 
restaurants were opened till midnight — and 
fully expected to be able to order whatever 
they felt like off the menu card (or “a Ja carte”)

even if the offerings were relatively slender by 
our standards. Wealthier restaurant patrons 
(“l'addition” or the tab was also a restaurant 
innovation) also had the pleasure of a private 
table and in some cases a separate dining 
room. 

When the craze for restoratives died away 
after the French Revolution, restaurants man- 
aged to survive. They simply expanded the | 
menus and catered to a more mobile French 
society desiring convenient, cosmopolitan ser- 
vice. 

That basic arc hasn't changed much in the 
ensuing 200 years — service in the broadest 
sense remains king of the restaurant universe. | 

Whether we go to restaurants to break up, to 
make ‘up, to.see or be seen (bearing witness to} 
our faceless urban tribe, as David Mamet 
writes) or to enjoy a more rarified gastronom- 
ic experience in that unique public/private 
environment, what we ultimately get is a 
deeply social activity that goes beyond the pro- 
vision of simple body fuel. 

In the end, like our 17th century precursors, 
we too seek to be restored.
